HE spontaneously heurty tribute of loyalty, 


by the large gathering of people in Kew 
Gardens last Sunday was London's answer to what

Quite right! Despite the objections raised in 
the House by Mr. Dillon and Mr. J. Redmond 
to this summary seizure of the Irish People, the 
commendably prompt action of the Government 
was wholly justifiable. It was nonsense to allege 
that the“ Liberty of the Press“ was threatened 
by the proceeding.

The Duke was presented with a box 
of polished Victorian wood, fitted with imens of ore, the 
gift of the mining company.
